(with his Sar21lites) hath no dependency on our Earth ; nor yet 
have any of the other Pliners, ſaving the Moon only. Nor 1s it 
now any n2ws to aflert the 53:7 the Center of the Viſible World, 
and that he harh no Motion but upon his own Axis, which 
he ablolves in abour 26 Days, agreeing therein to the Moon's 
Apparition Month , as norcd by Galen. For allowing him to 
be ſo, he is the more capable of diſpenſing his Influence ro each 
Planetary Oib, wiz h,4#,G0,%, 9, », ©. all of which: 
perform their ſeveral Motions about him, receiving his refreſh- 
Ing and illuminating Rays the more conveniently ; and this 
without any juſtling, or interfering with the Orbs of another. 
Which being ſo, the vain and groundlefs Dottrine of Epicycles 
Ecentricks, Concentricks, Equants, &c. invented only to {upport 
the Credir of the Prolomarck Syſtem , do all vanith at the ap= 
pearance of this demonſtrative Truth, 


C Reaſon 
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Reaſon aſſures us, That the moſt noble Body ought to poſſeſs 
the moſt noble place, wiz. the Center. As the Heart in the 
Microcoſm. And placing the Sun in the Center, he there (as 
Iſaid) emits equally his Influence to all parts of the Circumfe. 
rence, and in like manner attra&s from all parts thereof, with 
regard to their greater or lefler diſtance from him. The v 
order of Nature requires, That Inferiqrs ſhould move and ap. 
ply to Superiors; the Subjef# to the j enhunreng not the Sowe- 
reign to the SubjeF ; that's not only prepoſterous, but un- 
natural. Now the Sun is Rex Planetarum; Superior to all Stars 
whether Fixed or Erratick. Nay, even Common Senſe con- 
firms to us, that it is much more probable that the Gooſe 
ſhould move or turn to the Fire, than the Fire to the Gooſs. 
But without further preamble, pray caſt your Eyes on the $y- 
ſtem, wiz. 
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The difference between this and Prolomy's Syſtem is very 
evident (yet makes no difference in Aſtrology , as ſhall be 
hewn in its due place.) For according to ?r0/omy's Hypotheſis, 
the Primum Mobile is carried round the Earth in 24 Hours, or 
a Day Natural. Saturn, once in about 3o Years. Jupiter, in 
near 12 Years. Mars, in about 2 Years. The Sun, Venw, Mer- 
ewy (tho having ſeveral diſtin Orbs) do yet pretty nearly 
2yree in the time of their Revolutions, and are about a year 
compleating their ſeveral Circles. 

And now, whereas, if we indulge th$ Earth a Planet, and 
fix the Sun in the Center, as in this Syſtem , then will there be 
2 juſt Proportion between the bigneſs of all the Planetary Orbs, 
and alſo in the different times of their Motions , which you 
ſee is as witfily as truly demonſtrated by Copernicus ; with 
whom concurs the thrice Learned M/!k:ns, late Lord Biſhop 
of Cheſter, and all later Aſtronomers. For in this curious 
Syſtem, n« xt ro the S»n's Orb, wilt be the Sphere of Mercury , 
which as it is but narrow in its Di:meter, to likewiſe 1s it 
quick in its Motion , running its Circuit in 88 Days. Yenus 
hath the next Orb to Mercury , v-ho 1s about 225 Days com= 
pleating her Courſe. Then the Earth «as with Prolomy the Sun) 
iniſhing irs Circle in 365 Days, &©'c. Mars being next, and 
moving in a larger Orb, is 687 Days compleating his Revolu- 
ton, Jupiter being next ahove Mars, abfolves his Circle in 
near 12 Years time. Saturn the higheſt of all che Planets, 1s 
jo Years going thorough the Zodracal Circle, And the Moor 
perambulates round the Ear:h in a Month. 

- Thus we ſee, that whether the Sun, or the Earth be placed 
nthe Center , the difference in the Planetary Periods is only 
to be found in Yenrs and Mercury; all the reſt are the ſame as 
n the Ptolomaick Syſtem, the Change of the Sun and Earth 
conſidered. And thence allo we are confirm'd, That the 
tme allotted for the Revolution of each Planet's Orb is 
proportionate to its bigneſs, and diſtance from the Sun. The 
which can never be, but by conceding the Earth a Planet , 
- the proper Subje& of the Diurnal and Annual Mo- 

n, 

Indeed, the whole Heaven is only a well-run'd Inſtrument 
wntaining all the Variety of Harmony and Diſcord that Mor- 
als meet withal, and is conſtantly makirig Muſick to the ſeve- 
alPlanetary Bodies ; all which (for ought we know to the con- 

C 2 trary) 
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trary ) may be habitable, as well as the Earth we tread on, 
Mythologiſts tells us, 4pollo's Harp's compoſed of Seven Strings, 
(viz. the Seven Planets) as Pan's Pipe conſiſts of Seven Reeds, 
(viz. the Seven principal Parts of Human Body) which when 
they are in Tune, and anſwer each other with Sympathe. 
cal Sounds, then Happineſs, Peace, and Plenry court the 
Earth's Inhabitants. Nay, Plutarch thinks that each Plane 
tary Ob hath a Syren ſitting on it, and diſcourſes Muſick to 
the whole Univerſe. This we are ſure of, were it not for 
Cceleſtial Harmony , «Terrene Diſcord would never meet an 
end. | 

By this Medium, we are brought from the Center to the Cir- 
eumference, where we ought to make a ſtand or pauſe, and 
admire the vaſt diſtance the eighth Orb, or Sphere of the 
fixed Stars is removed from us. So far, that it 1s altogether 
void of Parallax, and conſequently not to be apprehended by 
Humane Skill. Let us therefore reſt fatisfied with this little 
acquaintance God hath vouchſafed us with the Planetary Orbs. 

It is a mighty Blefling to know even a little of thoſe things that 
are Excellent. "T would ſurfeit, if not diſtratt us to hunt roo 
far on this Queſt, which well conſider'd, we ſhall never won- 
der why the Hebrew Word whence Heaven is deriv'd, ſignifies 
to Amaze and Aſtoniſh. For the more a Man contemplares the 
wonders of the Cel-fial Hof, the more ſhall he be confound- 
ed, and be forced to acknowledg the Omniportence, Majeſty, 
and Grandeur of him that made this mighty and myſterious 
Frame 
I deſpair of ever meeting with a juſt and genuine Com- 
ment upon the 148th Pſa/m , which contains a great many of 
the Wondcrs of the Greater and L:fſir Worlds, and teaches us how 
they all do magnify their Maker. And tho the Chriſtian World 
abounds with moſt Excellent Th:ologers, it muſt be the Aftrol- 
ger joyn'd to the Divine , that ſhall perform ſo great and fi» 
. Pendious a Task. And where among Morrals ſhall we hope to 
find one ſo accompliſh'd ? For tho :he whole world be ſeared m 
man's heart , yet none can ever know the works of God fully: A 
"tis expreſs'd in the Verdi& of the wiſeſt of Men. 

But, e diverticulo in viam, looking over ſome of my (almoſt 
forgotten) Colle&ions, there came providentially to my hand 
(for ſo I account it) an admirable Diſcourſe touching the G& 
pernican Aſtrology, Printed above 40 Years ſince, by __ _- 

Chuare), 
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Chlidrey , (my late Learned Friend) Entituled Indago Aſtrolo- 
zica; the which being ſo ſuirable ro my preſent purpoſe , I 
{hall for the Service of the Sons of Urania , who may not have 
ſ:en that Book, inſert in this place moſt part thereof, viz 

$28. I. The Od Hypotheſis of the World , according to Pto- 
lomy , is found to be falſe , arfl that new one of Copern:cis 
(where the Sun is the immovable Center of the Univerſe, and 
the Earth moved in the ſaid Orb which Prolomy gave to the Sun) 
is evinc'd ro be the only true one. 

$23.1. Notwithſtanding this Eviction in behalf of Copernicey, 
the 4ſpes are by all Atronomers yer calculated according to 
the old Syſtem of Prolory, as if the Earth were the Center, which 
the Motions of the Planets, and by conſcquence the Alſpetts 
did reſpett. So that tho {ſtromomy be corretted, yet Aſtrology 
(that judges moſtly by Aþpect:) remains yet uncorrected — In 
as much as, 

Se. THI. The Apþe#s ought to be calculated (as the Schools 
ſpeak) as they are, not q«o ad nos, but quo ad naturam. A di- 
ſtin&ion that ſuits marvellonſly well with our preſent purpoſe, 
(better a great deal than with their Priority and Notzority). For , 

Se&. IV. If a Line be drawn from rhe Center of the Earth , 
through the Center of a Planer, ( this being ſuppoſed and 
granted that the Earth moves in an O:b above Yenus) and 
ſo continued, do interſe& the Zodrack ( for Examples ſake } 
n 22 degrees of Cancer : Again , if th: ſame Line drawn from 
the Center of the Sun througa the ſame Planer, and continued, 
do interſe& the Zodrack in 29 degree of Cancer ; certainly, the 
place of that Planet is rather to be accounted the 29 degree of 
Cancer, than the 22 degree, ſince this determines but his ap- 
parent Place, © quo ad nos; that his true place, & quo ad 
naturam ; and 1t fo, then his point cf Oppoſicion will be, not 
the 22 degie?, but 29 degree of Capricorn, His Trines of Piſces 
and Scorpio, his Squares of Aries and Libra; his Sextiles of Tau= 


ru and Virgo; not in the 22 degree, bur 29 degree of the ſaid 
vigns.

Se. V. We ſhall aſſume the boldneſs to begin the Correction 
of the Arabian Aſtrology after this ſort. Let the Motions of 
all the Planers and their Places be calculated as thev relate to 
the Sun, (an eaſy and more expedible piece of Arithmetick, 


than to relate them to the Earth.) And when this is done , Se- 
COndly — 
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Se. VI. Let their Aſpefts be colle&ted thence according to 
the Common Cuſtom of our Ephemerides that are now in re 
queſt. Afrer which done, you will perceive this wide diffe- 
rence between the O/d and New Aſtrology : 

Sc&. VII. Firſt, in the three Superior Planets, Saturn, Jupi- 
ter, Mars; that which in we Ephemcrides 1s now call'd a 
ConjunF7ion of the Sw, will be found to be an Oppoſition of the 
Earth; and their Oppoſition of the Sun , will be found to be a 
Conjunftion of the Earth. Their Trine of the Sun, a Cextile of 
the Earth. Their Sextilc of the Sun, a Trine of the Earth. And 
their 2uadrate of the Sun, a Quadrate of the Earth. Dexter for 
Sinifler, Siniſter for Dexter. 

ef. VII. Further, not only the Species of the Aſpetts will 
be alter'd, but the Time too. For only the Conjun#tion of the 
Earth, and Oppoſition of the Earth, will exatly agree with the 
times of the Oppoſition of the Sun, and Conjunion of the Sun, 
The Sextile and Tine of the Sun, will diffter ſomewhat from 
the times of the 7rine and Sextile of the Earth. And the Qua- 
arate of the Sun will differ moſt from the Quaarate of the Earth. 

SeF, IX. More than this, all the Aſpe&s that they have to 
each other will be found diffetent from the old ones (now re- 
ceived) quo a4 tempus, non quo ad ſpeciem , proportionably to 
their diſtance from the ſeeming place of the Sw. 

Se&F, X. The place of the Earth in the Zodrack will be found 
in the Point oppoſite to the place of the Sun in our Now Epheme- 
rides. 

SF, XI. The Moon only (ſeeing the Earth is the Center of her 
Orb, and to it therefore her Motion and Place muſt be referr'd) 
mult keep in her old place in the Zodiack according to our 
Ephemerides without any Alteration at all. And yet this 
ſomething improperly coo , ſeeing the Zodiack and her Orb 
have not one Conunon Center ; for the Sun is the Center of the 
one, and the Earih of the other. 

S-#. XII. For Venus and Mercury, the two Inferiors, their

So that heace it will plainly appear in all 
reaſon , T hat, 

Se. XIV. This which we here propound to be calculated 
and colleQted, altho hitherto it hath not (I may ſay through 
negligence) been pur in practice, 1s the only true Doctrine of 
Aſpedts, and the only ſound Foundation of 4/rology. 

Se&. XV. Tam inclin'd to believe this that ſo muchReaſon 
doth already diftate and confirm, when I conſider the Weakneſs 
and Shifts of the Old 4ſtrology. 

Seff, XVI. Weakneſs. — Tn that all the Prediftions (or at leaſt 
Ninety nine in an Hundred) of the Old Aſtrology , which not- 
withſtanding is ſo cried up in this Age, deduced from the Pro- 
lmaick Aſpe&s, are ſo conſciouſly doubtful, ſo obſcurely de- 
liver'd, and many of them fo fallible, that it hath notoriouſly 


| prov'd the Seandal of Aſtrology , and poſſeſs'd the grave and 


ſober Breaſts of the World with a conceit, That 4/rology is 
bur a higher degree of Leger-du-main, and Aſirologers but Li- 
beral 7uglers. Nay, ſo purblind it is (I mean the Old 4ftree 
logy) that in the very matter of the Weather it ſelf, it is fain 
to confeſs it ſe]f unable ro do any more than give a probable 
ConjeQture; and not without good Cauſe, ſince it is often» 
times far enough from doing that too. 

Se. XVIE. Shifts — In that when it hath found the ather 
fall out different , or contrary to the Threats of their 4þe#s, 
(which is no wonder, for many times there is above a Months 
difference between the apparent and true 4pe#s, as they ſhall 
find, who will take the pains to calculate this eaſier way) and 
not only in the Weather, but other Accidents too; it hath been 
fore'd to introduce a number of whimſical Aſpe&s, (as Semi- 


ſextiles, Tredeciles, Quintiles, Brquintiles, Oftiles, Vigintiles, Quin= 


ennxss, Quindeciles, Deciles, Semiquadrate:, Seſquiquadrates, and 
the like) not ſo much to keep the other five old ones Compa- 
ny, as to furniſh it ready with a good or bad Aſpe&, that fo 
It may prove either ( as occaſion ſerves) the Father of fair or 


foul Weather. 
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Sef#. XVIII. To the foregoing Reaſons we ſhall add another» 
altho but a weaker, —Thar the truth of this Dottrine of 4þef; 
is wonderfully confirm'd by Experience and Obſervations; 
which ſhould have been more particular and exaCt, had not 
my Profzflion ſo ſtritly engaged me to a conſcientious Atten- 
dance upon ir.' For, having calculated the places of the Planets 
(M:in-rvuva aliquanco craſſiore - I conf. ſs, for want of time ro alter 
my Tables) in relation to the Sw2 as Center, for ſome Months 
paſt, I found the Events all the way very audibly to anſwer my 
Exp=Qations; even at ſuch a time when they were Dumb, or 
giinſaid the 4fpefts in the A'manacks Let him that lifts, 
make trial to ſitizfy his mind by Obſervation, and he will (I 
dare confidently warrant him ) find that this 1s truth which ] 
tell him, beſides an addirional recompence for his pains. 

Se. XIX. If any one ask how it ſhould come to paſs, that 
Haly, Guide, and many other Aſtrologers, both before and ſince, 
never lighted on this way ? His Anſwer muſt þe,-Thart they 
all receiv'd, and were fincerely perſwaded- of the Q!d Syſtem , 
and upon this Perſwafion ſate down, and ſought no further ; 
whereas this is a ConſeQary of a new. 

SeF. XX. And if he ask again, how the Ancients thus erring 
both in the kind and time of the true 4fee#s, could come 
to kiow ſo well, not only the Nature of the Planets , that 
ſome are Bznevolenr, as Jupiter and Venus ; ſome Malevolent, 
as Saturn and Mars; and ſome of a middle Nature, as the other 
three ; but alſo the 4ſþ-#s, that ſome are Frowns, as the 
Square and Oypoſition; ſome Smiles, as the Sextile and Trim. 
The Anſwer 1s ready for him, viz —That it is moſt probabl: 
they came by this knowledg by thoſe Aſpe&s, which they had 
to each other, when they were at, or near a Conjunt#1on of the 
Sun; as alſo by their Conjunttion or Oppoſition to the 5un himſelf. 
Which 4þe#s (as:I rold you) differ ſome very little, and 
ſome nothing at all in time from the true 4ſþc#s. As for 
Example, it might ſo fortune, that Saturn and Venus might be 
in Conjunttion near about the time (that is, within a day or 
two) of Saturn's Conjunfiom with the Sun; and at that Conjun- 
tion they might oblerve Cold: miſling-rainy Weather to lap: 
pen. Hence they gather'd that a Conjun#ion of Saturn and 
Venus (conſaderatis con/iderandis) was the Cauſe of a cold-miſling 
Rain, and fo in others. Not that I think this uncertain Guide 
( blind on one Eye, and purblind on the other ) could -_ 
racem 
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them into a perfe& 2nd infallible Knowledge of their Influen- 
ces; for I am perſwaded that in ſome matters they will be 
found very wide, and what thoſe matters are, this that I here 
propoſe is the molt likely way ro diſcover. 

$28. XXL. This that I ſpeak touching the Places and Aſpetts 
of the Planets to be alter'd, I would have to be underſtocd, 
not only to be a'ter'd in Aſmanacks for the Weathers ſake , but 
likewiſe in all Figures, whether Horary, Revolutional, Geneth- 
lack, and all other Judgments whatſoever, depending upon 
Aſpe& or DireCftion. For it is nor to bz doubted, bur thar ir 
will at length appear, that the greateſt part of that Barch of 
Eſſential and Accidental Dignities, as Houle, Exalcation, Tri- 
plicity, Term, Face, Pereprinity, Receprion, Conformity of 
Hain and Quarter, Combuſtion, in Centro Solis, and the like ; 
togethzr with the Parts of Forture, Lit-, and Death ; and the 
Diviſions ſeverally of the Henſ-s and $:2ns ; deſerve no other 
place, but ro be ranked among thoſe $/:jrs which I ſpake of 
before, being invented for the ſame erd, as 1s probable enough. 

Se. XXII. And fince I have been hitherto fo bold as to Cor- 
re& that 4/?ro/ogy which hath been received by all Mathematicians 
till now ; I ſhall venture a little further in the Proſecution of it, 
ſeeing there are other rhings fir ro be conſider'd in_ 4ſftrology, 
which are not , becauſe Mcn generally hold Authorny to be 

Reaſon. 
| Se8. XXIII. Firſt then , Let the AſpeQts of thoſe Planets, 
whoſe Ocbsare immcdiately contignate, be rank'd in a degree 
more powerful, becauſe vis unitior fortins aget. *uch are the 
Aſpefts of Saturn and Jupiter, Jupiter ard Mars, Mars and the 
Earth, Mars and the Moon when ſhe 1s oppoſite to the Sun ; the 
Earth and Venus, Venus and the Moen, when ſhe is about the 
Change ; Yenus and Mercury, And as the Orbs of the configu- 
rated Planets are further aſunder, or nearer together , ſo let 
their 4ſpef5 be accounted lefs or more forcible 

Seff, XXIV. Secondly, Let the Afpeits of the Moon, with other 
Planets be little reckon'd upon, (unleſs in the Caſe above nam- 
ed) ſince they move about divers Centers ; and their Afþe#s 
therefore are properly not A4ſpe#s , bur ſecming ſo. The moſt 
conſiderable thing in the Motion of the Mvoz is her Age, or re» 
lation to the Sun. 

Set. XXV. Thirdly, Let no Aſtrologer henceforward diſpa-» 
rage the Fortune of his Native , becaule his Alm:iten is Statio- 
nary 
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nary or Retrograde, nor flatter it any thing the more becauſe 
he is dire&; ſceing theſe Paſſions are not real, bur (as they are 
fitly call d) Phenomena. Burt let him rather judg by the Planets 
Apogeoſis, Periganſis, Hypergaoſis, and Hypogaoſir, his Culminati- 
on, Riſing and Setring, his Northern and Southern Declinati. 
on and Latitude. Things hitherto nor much regarded. 

Se&, XXVI. Forrthly, (but herein, T give but my Judgment) 
Whereas our now A/trolozy begins the Year at the Sun's En. 
trance into Aries on this fide the Equator, and eretts its Figure 
of Revolution for that rime ; it ſeems more congruous to begin 
It in December , when the Sun enters Capricorn. And for this 
reaſon, becauſe at thit Point of time the Sun hath juſt finiſhed 
his fartheſt $0u:h:-u Progreſs, and begins to come towards us 
again, from that time (to uſe rhe common Argument) inſtil- 
ling Life by {!-grees into the Plants of the Earth by his ap 
proach ; wiycl tho it be more palpable 1n March , when the 
Sun enters Ar”, yet hath it a being and meaſure while he is in 
Capricor:! ; and tho Arie: be the Birth of Vegitables, yet is Cas 
pricorn their Conception. 

Se#. XXVII. Efthly, For the very ſame reaſon, whereas 
Aſtro'ozers accommodate always their Scheme to the time of 
Exc'ufion, and by that judge of the future Lot of the Natine; 
Ir would berter agree with Reaſon ( methinks) to apply it to 
the time of Conception , (if it may be known) becauſe that is 
moſt properly the firſt inſtant of Being: For ſuch is in many 
things our ſtupidity, that we think a thing 1s not, becauſe we 
cannot ſee it to be.— And, 

SeF. XXVII. For the more full aſſurance, and attaining to 
perfeCtion in Judgment of the Weather, I could wiſh that a 
Cour's mighr be contrived (if it were poſſible) for obſerving 
the Weather in ſome place under, or near the Equator, and in 
the ſame Longitude with London, where there are the ſame 
Noons, Nights, Mornings, and Evenings, (ſuch as are Axum, 
Mina, OT iamba , in Guiney , in five or ſix degrees of North» 
Latirude) and that for halt a Year or more ; (places under the 
Equator T chuſe, Ob propinquitatem vim citius & evidentius ſen 
tim?) ; while the like Obſervations are made at Loxaon at the 
ſame me, for and by the ſame ſpace; that by the ColleCions 
of thoi: Obſervations ( rogether with the Principles here de- 


livered) th atdark Riddle of Nature may be ſolved,— And, 
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2, XXIX. Here I ſhall take occaſion to preſume a little 
farther, and tell ſome 4ſtrologers , who account it their Glory 
to have their Hearers tremble at their Oracles, that they betray 
both their own Credit, and (as much as in them lies) the truth 
of God's Word , by telling the World that great Solar Eclipſes , 
&c. are certain Signs of the Day of Judgment. For (tho it be 
true that Eclipſes of the Sun (as we call them) are more dread- 
ful and effeftual to us, than thoſe of the Moon, for this reaſon, 
becauſe the one ſort are a Privation of Original Light, and 
the other of a derivative only ; yet, ) ſeeing that every Year 
there happens ſometimes #wo , ſometimes rhree , ſometimes 
more, but never fewer E-lipſes viſible in one Horizon or 
other , tho our own be no witneſs of them; the World , by 
their Logick , would have been by this time diffolv'd an hun- 
dred times over and over. And by this means too , we can 
expe& no leſs, than that Cavelling Heads , when they ſhall 
have ſurviv'd them, and ſhall ſee the Univerſe in fatu quo, not- 
withſtanding theſe outragious Fancies had turn'd all into 
Aſbes, will be apt enough to think that Sacred Propheſies are 
as empty Terrors, as thoſe bold Sourthſayings ; and that Doomſ- 
day is but a Dream. A help, which in theſe Days we need 
leaſt , fince too many already have leaped” into Hel! without 
this Staff— That the end ſhall be, is an Article of the Catho- 
lick Faith; but when it will be, (ſince the Ephemerides of 
Heaven ſpeaks nothing of it ; and not only the Stars of the Ce- 
lum Empireum know nothing of it, but the Son of Righreouſ- 
neſs himſelf confefſes as much for them and himſelf roo) is 
more than Curioſity to ask, more than Madnels to determine, 
more than Folly to believe. 

Set. XXX. 4ſtrologers in general take it upon truſt from the 
Ancients, that Eclipſes operate not preſently, bur after a time, 
and conrent themſelves with their Authority. Bur the thing 
is ſo adverſe to Reaſon , that it might juſtly be ſuſpe&ed to 
have been brought intg Aſtrolbgy upon the ſ1me Score, and 
for the ſame Reaſon , that thoſe other Conceits we mention'd 
before in the 17th and 21ſt Seftions. Indeed, (ler me not 
wrong any Man) fome of the Science are doubtful , that this 
Maxig is not ſo Sound as Ancient. 

SF. XXXI. Many particular things I have omitted, which 
might have pertinently been ſummon'd in, bur tho dilmifG'd 
they ate, ( being conſequents of that which hath bzen general- 
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ly laid down) they are hard at hand, and will hear whenſo- 
ever Diſcourſe ſhall call them to Anſwer; and Prolixity is 
vain, bur th-n moſt of all, when it is not certain that the 
thing it ſelf ſimply is accepted. Thus far the Learned Chil. 
arey. 

Sundry Read:rs, without a juſt and thorow Conſideration 
had ro whar I here write, may be apt to Cenſure me, and my 
preſent Pains, and fincy that by this Curious and. Urcommun 
Enquiry , that ( like ſome others) I intcnd to ſhake or eradi- 
cate the O/d Aſtrology. But (Gentlemen!) you will be difte- 
rently minded, allowing Charity to fit as Umpire in the Mir- 


ter. For, then yon will be farisfied, that T am out of the Liſt. 


or Number of thoſe who are for deſtroying Max:ms time out 
of mind received [I am not for ruining an old aid well-laid 
Foundation out of a Capricious Humour, becauſe I d be chought 
wiſer than my Elders, and perhaps Betters. No! j fiick to 
allowed Principles, which ſhould I not do, I muſt in reafon 
expe&t the World ſhould deem me delirious, as going about to 
trip up the Heels of the Ancient and well-experienc'd Rules 
of Art, before I was convinc'd of their Incertainty and Uie- 
Jeſsnefs, or yer fully furniſh d wich ſubſtantial M:tcrials tor 
the Erection of a new and better Building. For, I uſt tell 
you, (it being nothing but rruth) let the Earth or the £1: move, 
or be the Center of the Vilible World, it makes no odds in 
Starry Influences : Aſtrology will always be the ſame and the 
Planet's AſpeCts and Diſtances cannot be otherwiſe t} an now 
they are , or have. been, in reſp?Ct of us thar dwell upon the 
Earrh. And this is as certain to continue, as the Sun's eatring 
the Equinoxes in March and Septeraber, do always make the Days 
and Nights of Equal Length 

And ſhould we conſent, That this allowing the Sun to b2 
the Center of the Viſible World, and ſuperceding the Earth 
thar Oiſhce, would alter the old and preſent 4ro/ogy , Or 16 
quire a total Renovation theredf, we ſhould certainly find the 
diff-rence of it in the Seaſons of the Year, in the Lives, and 
Aftions, and Temperatures of Men , and in ſundry other pat- 
ticulars. But, no ſuch Difference, &c. is to be found, and 
(without a Miracle) I dare affirm never will be. Ergo, the Ols 
Aſtrology rauſt ſtand aud remain, non obſtante all the quaint 
endeavours uſcd by the moſt Critica) Antagoniſts to the cone 
fuſion thereof, And the Learned Authors Exceptions now 
quoted, 
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quoted , appear to be only an Exerciſe of Wit , which he hath 
enforced with great Ingenuity and Modeſty, and alfo with 
Chriſtianiry too. He was bur Toggg when he publiſhed that 
pirhy diſcourſe', Nunzer when he Wrote it, (wiz. not above 
Twenty ſeven year old) and was greatly to he commended 1n 


| examining Principles before he gave them admitrance inro his 


belief. Other Antagoniſts have dealt much more ſharply againſt 
Aftrology, and with leſs Reaſon. As Picus , Eraſtus , Hemings , 
Kepler, Gaſſenans, &c They all mer with Anſwers. 

Yer, a firtle furthgr, it is little lefs than ridiculous for Men 
to ſuppoſe that any Planetary Beam char only reſpeCts the :un, 
can affeQ us that live on the Ear! h; and fo prov'd by the Learned 
Childrey himſelf, in Se&tion IV. of the preceding Diſcourſl: ; 
unleſs we could be ſuppoſed alſo ro inhabit that wonderlul 
Globe of Boyl:ng Fire (for fo the Swn was eſteem'd of old, as 
you may read in Plutarch; and 1s afftirm'd 1o by ſome in theſe 
ater times,, as you may find by conſulting the Learned Sir 
Edward Sherbourns Excellent Verſion of Mazilius). And tho 
we ſhould be prefumed of a much more violent and cholenck 
Temper thin we ar2, we ſhall never accompliſh the complear 
Nature of Salamanders; and therefore can never be thought in 
reaſon &pable to dwell in ſuch refulgent Beams of Burning. 

If ir ſhould be urged ferther, That rhe Swn by reaſon of his 
Royal Artrathive Power, can command all Plnetary Emillions 
as his due, he being the Soul and Center of every Being , and 
Ground-work of all 4/roomica! Operations, &c. It is an- 
Iwered exfily, and was in part before —— Alas! we know as 
well as the Antagoniſts themſelves, Thar the Sun is roo Majc- 
ſtick, Royal, and Glorious a Body, to be denied his due by any 
leſſer Stars, or yet to bz negleRed in Aftronemical Numbers. 
And therefore it is, that when we would truly diſcover how 
the Planets are diſtanced from , or in Aſpe& of the Earth, in 
all our L.borious Calculations we take the Sun in our way, 
(i. e.) we firſt find the Planets diſtance from the Sun ; and 
thence , by a much longer Cilculation is diſcover'd his true 
diſtance from the Ear:h. Hence it is (to me at leaſt) a won= 
der , that all 4frwomers confeſling the Sun to be the Center, 
or Ground of all Planetary Supputations, (the which they muſt 
do) ſhould not with the greateſt re:ton and readin:fs accord 
tim the true and only Center of the World. 
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All that I ſhall ſay further at thistime, and in this place is, 
There are ſome things in this Learned Author's Curious Diſ. 
courſe, which greatly wangpExplication ; others, that call 
aloud for an Anſwer, the Ft cannot in this place be reaſon. 
ably expe&ed from me. This I am ſure of, the Author there. 
of, conſidering his Years, hath pleaded for his Principles like a 
Man of Reaſon, Learning, and Skill, and hath faid a great deal 
for his Opinion, according to his (then) Experzence, and as his 
Judgment at that time ſtood informed. But, had he lived lon- 
ger, and accumulated greater acquaintgnce with the Ola 
Aſtrology , he had not ſo vigorouſly ( yet gentilely ) oppos'd 
ſundxsy excellent and well-known Yerities , as he herein ſeems 
to have done.

ing to make it appear that they truly underſtand their own 
eſpouſed Principles. And for this end , it is here made pub- 
lick; for it 1s highly reaſonable that every Prof«ſſor of a Sci- 
ence ſhould open his Ears and Eyes, that he may the better 
both hear and ſee whatever may be urged againſt, as well as 
for, his Diana; and alfo ſupport his own Darling Opinions by 
oppoling the Arguments which others bring to confront them; 
I am bur one, and even in my own (as well as in ſome others) 
thoughts, the meaneſt of Uraxia's Votaries. Howbeit, if none 
ſhall vouchſafe a fair return ro theſe pithy Exceprions, I may 
(if God give leave) in time try what may be done.
